THE SHIP FAST BREAKING UP. 


Mr, Romenji and Captein Darke who went of 
to the assistance of the stranded ship Normanby 
returned {0 Siegapore. yesterday asflernoon 
(December 8th) in the ship's saillng boat, All 
the survivors of the crew of the Vormandy, with 
the exception of the chlef mate and engincer, 
who are standiug by the wreck, have also arriy: 


‘at Singapore. The Normandy went .ashore 


between Brakit Polnt and Tres Rock on the 
eastern side of the island of Bintan® om the 
night of Monday 4th December, in pouring rain, 
‘a pltch dark night and an exceedingly heavy 
sea. A very heavy current was running at’ 
the time, As soon as she atrack she seas 
commenced breaking over the sblps and
